LOUIS Ufi — An ex-convict 
recently paroled lost a battle of 
wits with a detective and was shot 
to death

persons were in the place. 
Police identified the victim as 
49 -year-old Frank 
Bird, 
paroled

Penitentiary . He was serving a life 
sentence 
for

John Grogan while escaping the 
scene of a holdup here Jan. 3, 
19 25. 
Bird’s partner, identified as Rob­ 
ert Lee Orr, 32, of St. Louis, was 
wounded in the neck. 
They 
were surprised by two 
plainclothes de t e c t i ve s in the 
lounge on an investigaiton—Sgt. 
Nicholas 
Valenti 
and 
Terrence 
McKenzie. 
The woman customer, Mrs. Mil­ 
dred Watts, 56 , of suburban Jen­ 
nings, was taken to City Hospital 
Valenti said the bandits entered 
through a rear door and he im 
mediately was spotted by Bird, 
who yelled: “ I know y ou’re a de­ 
tective. I’m going to blow your 
head off.” 
“No, I’m not, you can search 
me,” Valenti countered. 
Valenti said he dropped one arm 
enough to use his elbow to shift 
his holstered pistol from front to 
back as Bird searched him, then 
from back to front as he searched 
him from the rear. 
Bird turned from the detective 
and started to take a wallet from 
a piano play er. 
Valenti said this 
gave him the 
break he needed. He told his part­ 
ner: ‘‘You take one and I’ll take 
the other.” 
“ We kinged at them and they 
started shooting,” 
Valenti 
said 
Bird escaped the Missouri pris 
on in 19 37. Later that hear he was

WASHINGTON ID - A Senate 
Armed Services subcommittee set 
up to compare U. S. and Russian 
air power opened today an inves­ 
tigation which Chairman Syming­ 
ton (D-Mo) 
said may publicize 
some military secrets.

“I think the committee will 
want to look into it,” McClellan 
said. 
Young expressed confidence the 
committee would grant his re­ 
quest. “I don’t see how they can 
refuse me a hearing,” he told 
newsmen. 
But 
the 
political 
newspaper 
against which he complained con­ 
tended Young has threatened to 
file a libel suit against it. An offi­ 
cial of the publishing company 
wired McClellan that Senate rules 
“provide that 
a m atter involved in 
litigation will not be investigated.” 
The newspaper is the Leader, or­ 
gan of the North Dakota Nonpar­ 
tisan League, which switched this 
y ear from Republican to Demo­ 
cratic affiliation. 
The telegram to McClellan said, 


“Your committee should not coun­ 
tenance such an abuse of civil 
process by permitting the senator 
(Young) to force the Leader Pub­ 
lishing Co. to perform a dress re­ 
hearsal of its defense to the im­ 
pending libel action . . .” 
Young voted for the controversi­ 
al bill to free natural gas pro­ 


ducers from direct federal price 
controls.

dent Eisenhower vetoed it. Young 
said in a letter requesting the in 
vestigation: 
“I have not, of course, sold out 
to, nor have I received bribes 
from any one.”

“So, too, when it comes to ac­ 
cepting the President’s inspection- 
disarmament plan, it may take a 
long time before the Soviet Union 
agrees. It may involve many con­ 
ferences and negotiations in the 
future. We must never be discour­ 
aged. ’ These days the voice of 
world public opinion for peace is 
too strong to be ignored.

By midnight tonight all individual 
taxpay ers must have their 1955 in­ 
come tax* returns on the way to 
the Internal Revenue Service.

Truman. In the election he defeat­ 
ed GOP incumbent James Kern by 
over 150,000 votes while the state 
was giving General Eisenhower a 
majority of almost 30,(KK) for pres­ 
ident . >

Add to this that few Senator.s 
have held a Cabinet-level post as 
he did as the First Secretary of 


the Air Force and Chairman of th# 
National Security Resources Board. 
Right now he’s in the news as 
chairman of a Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices subcommittee created espe­ 
cially to investigate our air de­ 
fenses. which the Missouri Demo­ 
crat contends are not sufficient. 
That hearing, beginning next week, 
will make the kind of headlines 
from which a pre,sidential candi­ 
date might emerge. 
Even in Big Business, usually 
claimed by the Republicans, he has 
friends in airplane industry and 
other manufacturers.

On the 
Other side, Meyner. who now thrown his lot 
with Stevenson, will be trying to keep his own 
prestige in New Jersey by taking delegates 
away from Kefauver—delegates which are un- 
pledged,

Stevenson if controlliid by Meyner. 
Likewise, John Kenny, boss of the old Hague 
machine in J ersey City—i city where the tall 
Tennesseean unearthed plenty of crime—will be 
out to protect his machine.

Kefauver haa had terrific crowds, one of the 
biggest right In Kenny’s own Jersey City baili­ 
wick.

Arabs, just as Chinese “ volunteers” swarmed 
all over Korea. Dulles said the State Depart­ 
ment is watching this very closely. 


Ne Congresiional O.K.? 
The Secretary of State seemed loath to reveal 
just what plans the Eisenhower administration 
had, if any. to deal with the worsening crisia. 
He stated flatly, however, that the President 
is prepared to intervene in the Near East, and 
made it clear that he wouldn’t necessarily aik 
Congress in advance. He would ask for con­ 
gressional approval, Dulles said, if he had time. 


“ But.” added the Secretary of State, “ if a 
serious crisis develops suddenly and he haan t 
time to seek congressional authorization, he 
will, of course, take any steps that are neces­ 
sary under his own powers to stop an all-oiR 
war. The President has the power under the 
Constitution to intervene.” 
Dulles 
declared. 
“ After all, there are American citizens in that 
area who must be protected.” 
DuUes injected a faintly optimistic note at 
this point by saying he was sure war would 
not come to the Near East in the immediate 
future. 
"We are still confident it can be averted by 
diplomatic means and are doing all in our power 
along that line,” he said. 
At one point when the Secretary of State was 
asked if he didn’t think war already had come 
to the Near East, he replied: 
“ No, not an all-out shooting war as yet.” 
Then he added, “ We will have to wait and 
see.” 
Dulles also talked at length about using the 
United Nations to keep the peace, but feared 
that if the Arabs were the aggressors, then 
the combined Soviet-Arab bloc would be able 
to prevent the UN from intervening. 
He said either he or the President would call 
another meeting of congressional leaders soon 
to keep them advised. 
Washington Pipeline 
Missouri’s Sen. Stu Symington is running sway 
fron the presidential nomination just as hard 
as Tennessee’s Sen. Estes Kefauver is running 
after it. Not that Symington wouldn’t like to 
be President. But his adv’sers remember how 
Adlai Stevenson got the 19.52 nomination by 
insisting he didn’t want it. . . . Several Demo­ 
cratic leaders have urged Symington to toss his 
hat in the ring. He has refused to give them 
the slightest encouragement. Latest example: 
New Mexico’s Crov. John Simms wanted only 
a small sign that Symington might accept the 
nomination 
When Symington refused. Simms 
announced for Stevenson.

WASHINGTON iS ) — President 
Eisenhower,

White House years, steps right in­ 
to the target area if he vetoes the 
farm bill. 
Ei:^nhower has been amazingly 
free of criticism, at home and 
abroad. 
His 
aides 
have 
been 
blamed when things went wrong, 
particularly 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dulles and Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Benson. Even the Democrats 
have seemed gun-shy of the popu­ 
lar Eisenhow« * until recently. 
Now in this election year Eisen­ 
hower is in 
a spot where his 
aides cannot serve aa lightning 
rods. He must make the decision 
on whether to veto the farm bill. 
Th e Democrat« have made fall­ 
ing farm income a campaign 
is­ 
sue. The Denwcrats who run Con­ 
gress have just passed—with the 
help of farm state Republicans— 
a bill they say will help farmers. 
It’s the kind of bill Eisenhower 
and Benson 
have fought against. 
If he signs it, the President will 
probably have done much to take 
the issue out (rf the campaign or 
let the Democrats claim they are 
the farmers’ saviors. 
If he vetoes it. the Démocrate 
no doubt will use this to fan farm­ 
ers’ discontent, with 
dire warn­ 
ings of things to come if the Re­ 
publicans win the election. 
This is the problem: 
During World War 11 the gov­ 
ernment put high, rigid supports 
under farm prices by guarantee­ 
ing farmers 80 per cent of parity 


for ba.sic crops. Parity means pur­ 
chasing power equal to that of 
other income groups. 
Say the government decided a 
wheat farmer, in order to have 
purchasing power equal to that of 
a factory worker, should get $2 a 
bushel for his wheat. In this case 
9 0 ¡yer cent of the $2 parity would 
be $1.80. 
If the farmer found that wheat 
on the open market, because of an 
oversupply, 
was selling 
at 
less 
than $1.80, he could turn 
it over 
to the government, getting a loan 
of $1.80 on his crop. 
If the market price on wheat 
went up beyond $1.80, the farmer 
could get back his wheat by re­ 
paying the loan, plus 3Vk per cent 
interest. 
But if the market price of wheat 
stayed 
below 
$1.80, the 
farmer 
would let the government keep the 
wheat while 
he 
kept 
the 
loan 
money. 
Eisenhower and Benson do not 
advocate 
abolishing 
price 
sup­ 
ports. They have argued for flexi­ 
ble supports of between 75 and 


9 0 per cent of parity. 
This is the Eisenhower-Benson 
position: Rigid, 9 0 per cent sup­ 
ports encouraged farmers to over­ 
produce, 
since 
the 
government 
will buy their products if prices 
go below 9 0 per cent, and over­ 
production builds a surplus which 
drives down market prices. 
There are surpluses. Farm in­ 
come has gone down. But Demo­ 
crats argue lower supports do not 
discourage production and that, at 
a time of falling farm income, 
high, 
rigid supports 
would give 
farmers the relief they need. 
Two years ago the administra­ 
tion per.suaded Congress 
to abol­ 
ish the rigid, 9 0 per cent program 
in favor of flexible supports. This 
year the Democratic-run Congress 
rammed throuidi a bill to restore 
9 0 per cent supports for this year 
only. 
That’s the problem facing Eisen­ 
hower now: 
whether to let this 
bill become law or veto it. There 
are other details in the bill which 
also give it political significance 
in 
an election year.

There still remains a great deal 
of interest in the true facts re­ 
garding the so-called 
“ lie-detec­ 
tor” 
tests and 
“ truth .serums.” 
Reference to both of these some­ 
times apf>ears in the newspapers, 
detective stories, and movies. 
Pictures of a “ lie detector” ap­ 
paratus look rather complicated. 
Bands or other devices are fas­ 
tened to the body and lead off to 
various machines. 
Actually, 
there 
is 
no 
single 
“ lying” test but the purpose of 
these devices is to measure the 
number of breaths taken 
in 
a 
specified period of time, whether 
they are shallow or deep, and 
the rate of the pulse and the 
blood pressure. 
Fear, excitement and other emo­ 
tions send messages which pass 
down the nerves of the sympa­ 
thetic nervous system and are ear­ 
ned 
to 
the 
muscles controlling 
breathing and heart rate. 
These sympathetic nerves 
are 
not under 
voluntary 
control. 
A 
person does not have as complete 
control over the breathing or the 
heart rate as one does over the 
muscles which move an arm or a 
leg. 
The brain does not send mes­ 
sages 
along 
the 
sympathetic 
nerves a« it does along the other 
nerves which act on the volun­ 
tary muscles. 
For this reason, even when one 
so wishes, be cannot control the 


emotional messages passing along 
the sympathetic nerves. 
The He detector measures and 
makes a record of the breathing 
and 
pulse 
rate 
which 
can 
be 
studied later. Nearly everyone is 
subject to emotion when he or she 
tells a lie. This emotion conscious­ 
ly may be kept out of the ex­ 
pression of the face or out of 
voluntary movement of the mus­ 
cles. But messages pass down the 
sympathetic 
nerves 
and act on 
the heart and breathing muscles 
in a way which can be measured 
and recorded. 
The “ lie detector,” therefore, is 
merely a way of measuring emo­ 
tion which 
is more sensitive than 
any other method which we have 
available. 
It must be remembered, how­ 
ever, that the value of the ma­ 
chine 
and 
interpretation of the 
results depends 
entirely on the 
training and experience of the per­ 
son w’ho is conducting the tests. 
No serum or drug can be given 
which will force a person 
to tell 
the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth. 
When 
reference 
is 
made 
to 
“ truth serum.” drugs called sco­ 
polamine or sodium pcntothal are 
usually meant. 
However, neither these—nor any 
other drug—is always successful 
in causing people to talk freely 
and truthfully. 
All drugs used for this purpose 
depend on the power which 
they 
have of producing a state of re-

In tb« next two months many 
farmers will have a need to cali­ 
brate a field aprajer. It ia very 
impo rtant that the field « pray er be 
calibrated as exact as is possible. 
In the past the farmer has been 
able to calibrate a grain drill or 
corn planter once and expect it to 
remain constant for a number o ’ 
y ear« . Such is not the case with 
the field spray er as H will req uire 
calibration at least once each y ear 
and in most cases should be cali 
brated for each specific spray ing 
operation. This is necessary be 
cauee pump 
wear, nozzle wear 
gauge error, 
and tractor speed 
changes are all factors which can 
affect calibration of the spray er 
These factors also point up the 
need for the operator to be con 
tinually chei*k ing the calibration 
during the field operation of the' 
spray er. 
Right now l>e{ore it is urgently 
needed is the best time for many 
farmers to start the calibration of 
their spray er. 
This 
will req uire 
that the spray er be gotten out of 
storage and all parts be cleaned 
and check e<l thoroughly by 
both 
visual inspection and by operation. 
All defective parts should be re­ 
placed. 
One of the mipurtant steps in 
this preparation will be check ing 
the output of the individual nozzles. 
The basic purpi*se of the spray er 
is to distribute the spray solution 
evenly over every sq uare foot of 
area. To do this, it will be neces­ 
sary that all nozzles deliver the 
tam e amount of material. Thus 
the individual output of each nozzle 
should be measured, results com­ 
pared, and all defective tips show­ 
ing variation from the majority 
should be replaced. Experience has 
shown that a spray er that has been 
operated one or 
two y ears will 
probably req uire some new tips. 
This check ing must be done as soon 
as possible to allow enough time 
to get replacements. 
The next step is the calibration 
as a unit to determine the output 
in gallons per acre. This can be 
do ne by either of two methods. In 
the trial and error method, a spe­ 
cific rate in gallons per acre is 
decided upon beforehand and then 
by trial and error the 
spray er 
•peed and pressure are ad juste 
until it is spray ing at the desired 
rate. 
In the actual run method, the 
speed and pressure are adjusted to 
whatev er is 
convenient to 
t he 
spray er and field conditions and 
the measured output at those set- 
tiik gs is then used as the calibrated 
rate. 
U a record ia made oi the gear, 
thro ttle, and 
pressure 
settings, 
these methods thus provide a spe­ 
cific calibrated rate in gallons per 
acre which can be used as 
a basis 
for mixing the herbicide to obtain 
the desired dosage per acre. It 
should be noted that this calibra­ 
tion ia valid only if the actual 
« pray ing is done under th^ e spe­ 
cific 
settings 
and conditions, A 
change m any one will req uire a 
new calibration. 
A go o d job o f initial calibration 
and a continued check during op­ 
eration will give a more uniform 
application and improve results of 
the weed control operation.

Don’t at­ 
tempt to waterproof interior base­ 
ment walls without first mak ing a 
careful check of y our home to de­ 
termine these causes, and then cor­ 
rect them. 
Condensation is one of the more 
common damp - basement head­ 
aches. It occurs when warm, humid 
air in the basement meets cooler 
walls and floor*. Condensation is at 
its worst when more moisture is 
added to the air by laundering, 
clothes dry ing, etc. 
To discover if condensation is 
y our problem, rest a small mirror 
against the wall. If, aiter a few 
hours, the mirror gets wet and fog­ 
gy — that’s condensation. Look for 
a means of increasing air circula­ 
tion. Install a window vent, a pair 
of electric fans, or merely open 
the basement windows for a few 
hours every day . Electric dehumid­ 
ifiers will also do the job. 
Repairs to existing drainage sy s­ 
tems can help do away with damp­ 
ness in basements. Inspect the gut­ 
ters, leaders and drain pipes along 
the eaves of y our roof. Relocation 
of downspouts and installation of 
splash block s may be 
advisable 
The pitch of gutters may have to 
be corrected, supports 
replaced, 
and so on, in order to improve the 
sy stem for carry ing surface water 
away from the walls. 
The filling of crack s in masonry 
replacement of defective 
mortar 
and filling of openings for pipes 
and conduits passing through the 
wall — all are steps in prevention 
of dampness and water seepage 
Mortar preparations for such re­ 
pairs are available ready -mixed. 
Should the walls remain dry fol­ 
lowing completion of all repairs 
apply ing a 
waterproofing com- 
pound is good insurance. And it is 
especially important if wall m ater­ 
ials are highly porous. 
One gallon of silicone - formica­ 
tion, cement - base waterproofing 
compound covers 
approxima^ly 
100 sq uare feet. Properly applied, 
it’s said, the coating will not peel 
or crack . Thoroughly saturate the 
wall surface with water and apply 
the first coat with a scrub brush 
When the first coat has hardened 
sufficiently so that it won’t run in 
contact 
with water (four to 
10 
hours), moisten it with a fine spray 
of water. 
The next day . again moisten the 
first coat, then aw>ly and watw- 
cure the second coat as y ou did 
the first. Use an ordinary paint 
brush to apply coating No. 2. 
Finally , remember to k eep water 
seepage causes in check . Neglect­ 
ed, they may nniltiply . 


Ho me Gro wn 
Po ultry Feed 
Aids Pro fits

With the rather narrow margin 
that exists between Cie cost of 
production and the price received 
for much farm production today , 
y ou are increasingly aware of ck>- 
ing every thing possible to hold 
down the cost of production. You 
can lower the cost of production 
of y oung poultry stock by some 
changes in the ration. 'The cheap­ 
est method i« to feed home grown 
grains. 
You can 
purchase or mix 
a 
growing ration prepared for feed­ 
ing with whole home grown grains. 
This should be a » per cent pr^ 
tein grower ration. It can be self 
fed with an eq ual amount of oats 
and corn fed by hand. Half to 
two-thirds of the grain ration can 
be'oats. Wheat and milo can be 
substituted for com, 
Oats are an important part of 
the growing ration. Growing pul- 
leU do well on them. Experienced 
poultry men think that the 
\m of 
whole oats in the ration helps to 
control cannibalism and feather 
pick ing. The oats should be of 
good q uality . 
^ 
Based on present prices the cost 
of the grower mash plus home 
grown whole grain ration is oiw 
dollar per hundred less than the 
complete grower mash. 
A clean range that has 
had 
poultry on it for two y ears is 
a good place to raise pullet*. You 
can allow about a fourth of an 
acre for every hundred pullets. 
The best range is >ucculent leg­ 
ume. Next would be a good stand 
of grass. Pasture helps lower the 
feed cost for pullets. It allows the 
use of simple growing rations. It 
is not necessary to supply as many 
of the vitamins in the feed. An 
example, pullets out in the sun­ 
shine do not req uire vitamin D 
in the feed. Plenty of water and 
shade is necessary for pullets on 
the range. 
Growing pullets in confinement 
is better than allowing them to 
run 
over contaminated 
ground 
that has had chick ens on it for 
a number of y ears. Allow each 
pullet in confinement at least two 
sq uare feet of floor space. 
A restricted feeding program is 
recommended by many hatchery - 
men for 
heavy breed hatching 
flock s. It is the feeling of many 
research men that there is need 
for much additional research on 
the subject of restricted feeding 
of pullets. Until more conclusive 
evidence is obtained it is my opin­ 
ion that no formal stand can be 
tak en for or against the restricted 
feeding program.

'The “insurar^ce. ” say s 
County .Agent Merle Vaughan is 
in the* form of a vaccination pro­ 
gram which will help in prevent­ 
ing the disease. Losses from mor­ 
tality and egg production with any 
of these diseases will generally 
exceed the vaccination costs for 
several y ears. 
There are sev^al ty pes of vac 
cines on the mark et that may 
be used. The vaccination program 
for replacement flock recommend­ 
ed by the Missouri College of Ag­ 
riculture is simple, easy to fol­ 
low, and gives good protection. 
It includes the use of intra-nasal 
Newcastle vaccine for day old 
chick s. Simply place a drop of 
the vaccine in the ey e or nostril 
of each chick . This will give good 
protection for ten to 12 week s 
under most conditions. 
The next vaccination that should 
be given is for prevention of fowl 
pox. It provides almost 100 per 
cent life time immunity if given 
properly . This vaccine is given 
at eight to ten week s of age by 
using the feather-follicle method. 
A few feathers are pluck ed from 
the thigh and the vaccine applied 
in the follicle openings by means 
of a small brush or swab. 
The final vaccinations are given 
when the birds reach 
10 to 14 
week s of age. The important thing 
here is to wait until at least two 
week s after the fowl pox vaccina­ 
tion but not later than one month 
before pullets are ready to come 
into production. Revaccinate for 
Newcastle disease using live virus 
wing web vaccine at this time. 
It is applied with a two prong 
needle that is stabbed through the 
wda of tlw wing. At the same 
time, the birds may be vaccinat^ 
I or bronchitis if the disease is 
prevalent in the area. 
Agent Vaughan adds these few 
words of caution: (I) Vaccinate 
only healthy birds (2) follow direc­ 
tions on the vaccine container, 
and (3) recognize there is alway s 
a danger of transmitting the dis­ 
ease to other birds on the farm 
that are not immune.

400 pounds of 0-10-30B is 
to replace three tons of hay . The 
recommended time of application 
is right after the first cutting is 
removed. It can be work ed into 
the soil or just left on top to be 
weathered in.
